T heir 
one m eal a day, w hich they ate at night, 
consisted usually of horseflesh, but if 
th is w ere lacking and they were not 
too closely followed tile band scattered, 
the bucks in search of sm all gam e and 
the wom en to g ather snakes, lizards, 
g rubs aud edible roots and plants w ith 
w hich to m ake out a satisfying m eal 
T heir only baggage, handled alway# by 
the squaws, consisted of blankets and 
papooses iii baskets, together w ith any 
plum ier they desired to take uh Mg. The 
bucks carried th eir rifles and tw o belts 
of cartridges each. 
U sually the Ii dians 
had plenty of horses to ride, but they 
did their fighting on fo o t They had ex­ 
cellent fiehlglasses, captured from the 
w hites, and these they used constantly. 
In traveling, one Indian rode in advance 
of the 
band, exploring for dangers 
ahead, w hile another, m ounted on a 
specially good horse, rode fa r in the 
rear to signal to the ut liers inform ation 
of any signs he m ight see of pursuit 
and ready at the right tim e to spur for­ 
w ard and w arn them. 
“ The Indian bucks, w hile they took 
little notice of Aniceta, w ere not un­ 
kind to her, b u t to keep up w ith the 
party in its endless m arching through a 
m ountainous country w as a fearful task 
for a child. 
Som etim es they follow ed 
trails aud again traversed a trackless 
region, often clim bing heights so steep 
th a t the Indians had to dism ount and 
lead th eir horses. W hen traveling afoot, 
she w’hs cautioned never to set her foot 
en soft foil, but only on rocks or grass. 
T his was th a t h er footprint# m ight not 
betray the route the party w as taking. 
W hen pursuit w as not hot after them 
and there w as no danger in sight, Ge­ 
ronim o w ould canty her 011 bi* horse. In 
th e ir flight the Indians found tim e for 
considerable m urdering ami plundering 
of the w hites. 
She found the squaws 
m ore bloodthirsty and cruel thau the 
bucks, ami they wen* ever eager to hack 
and m u tilate the bodies of any w hite 
person w hom the warrior* had killed. 
“ W here the Indians traveled she had 
no idea, except th a t they kept alm ost 
altogether in the m ountains. 
From the 
character of the scenery as she described 
it and the few buildings she saw’ the 
Indian# m ust have kept m ost of the 
tim e w holly south of the M exican bor­ 
der. 
It w as the suddenness of the a t­ 
tack by th e M exican troops th at saved 
the g irl’s life, for if the squaw s had not

made by J ohu Bl ight at Rochdale, Eng- 
iaud, and how he flooded our country 
w ith his products. 
Their introduction, 
however, was difficult, as they came in 
conflict w ith the productions of J ohu 
Crossley & Sons, then the greatest pro­ 
ducers of the original tajiestry and vel­ 
vets in the world. 
The difference, of 
course, between 
the two productions 
was that the Crossleys had the designs 
printed, as now, in colors on the warp 
oefore weaving, w hile that made by 
J olm Bright (tapestry) had its figures 
and colors stamped uix rn the fabric by 
hand after it was woven. 
The latter 
process, however, presented a drugget 
effect and lacked the style and accurate 
registration of the Crossley carpets. 
They had one thing to commend them— 
they were very durable. Bright’s goods 
were first printed with blocks, and, lie 
iug durable and cheap, their sale was 
large in many countries. 
Cylinders or rollers were afterward 
used by Bright, the cue being taken 
from calico and kindred printing, but 
they varied much 111 their construction. 
One of these, used by an English manu­ 
facturer. was a very elaborate and ex ­ 
pensive affair. The engraving of the de­ 
sign upon the cylinder was very deep, 
and the colors placed in their proper 
places to correspond precisely with the 
fabric itself, a painted design, contain­ 
ing every color to be employed, being 
used as a guide. 
In fact, the ex act col­ 
oring of the carpet was placed upon the 
cylinder and from it transferod to the 
plain

This is one of the 
largest of the monasteries of Meteora 
and has a guest chamber especially fit­ 
ted up for visitors— that is to say, there 
are three iron beds in it, and it is only 
courteous to surmise that the wadded 
coverlet aud single sheet that go to 
make up a Greek bod onoe were new. 
The hogoumenos is most hospituble. 
He gives his visitors ex cellent monastic 
wine, a dinner of many weird courses 
aud is him self very good company. 
As 
usual, there are two churches in this 
monastery, the smaller of the two pos 
sessiug 
some very fair ikons set in 
beautifully carved frames, and one very 
oTd pioiure, dated 3B7. 
The large church consists of a nave, 
antechapel, with the body of the church 
under the dome, which is decorated 
w ith the usual half length figure of 
Christ. 
Here are seen some of the in ­ 
laid ivory aud mother of pearl stools 
and lecturus which at one time were the 
staple work of the Meteora monks. 
All the m an u scrip ts of any value have 
been removed to Athens. A long build­ 
ing at the right of the bridge contains 
the cells of the monks, which open into 
a dark covered corridor. In tim e of war 
these monasteries are used as places of 
refuge. 
Not the least curious feature of these 
unique rocks of Meteora are the holes 
aud caves which literally pepper the 
face of the cliffs in places. 
In manv oases these retreats of the 


hermits of St. Anthony are 
merely 
cages. At a distance they look, some of 
them, like 
big 
birdcages hung 
tip 
against the face of the cliff 
As dwell 
ings they are all ex ceedingly primitive. 
The Thessalian hermit did not ask 
much of life. 
A rocky fl> or to lie on, 
b ars or railings to keep him from fall­ 
ing out of liis hole, a shaky ladder 
down which be m ight now aud then 
descend to earth und a basket and string 
to let down for supplies w e r e all lie 
needed in addition to his crucifix and 
other religious necessities. 
These aerial caves were occupied in 
the fourteenth century. 
Thousands of 
hermits, judging from the 
habitations, must at one tim e or another 
have sought refuge in these cliffs. 
Few 
of them can now be entered, for the 
ladders have for the most part fallen 
away. 
Seem ingly the way a hermit proceed­ 
ed was to choose a hole that took his 
fancy.

And so the hermits 
were able to live their quiet, lazy lives 
without a single woiIdly care.— New 
York World.
